PREFACE. 

The  following  pages,  it  is  hoped,  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the  or- 
dinary weekly  celebration  of  Divine  service,  especially  that  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church  in  this  country.     . 

Although  confined  within  certain  limits,  and  consequently  seeming  to 
present  too  small  a  number  of  tunes,  the  work  will  be  found,  on  trial,  to 
contain  a  variety  of  style  more  than  adequate,  provided  a  judicious  and 
frequent  use  is  made  of  the  pecidiar  metres. 

The  tunes  are  mostly  new,  there  being  several  adaptations  from  the 
instrumental  works  of  Mendelssohn,  Schumam,  and  others,  which  have 
never  before  appeared.  The  Chants  on  the  contrary  are  mostly  old,  and 
if  any  alteration  is  found  to  be  made  in  the  harmonies,  it  has  either 
crept  in  through  inadvertence,  or  has  been  perpetrated  for  the  greater 
ease  of  the  reader. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  said  that  in  order  to  reduce  the  bulk  and 
price  of  the  work,  the  whole  of  the  Psalm  or  Hymn  has  not  always  been 
given.  The  clergymen  therefore  will  consult  the  convenience  of  both  Choir 
and  Congregation,  by  remembering  this  when  making  their  selections  for 
public  worship. 

In  the  pointing  of  the  Canticles  the  system  of  Janes  and  Stimpson,  revised 
by  Dk.  Edward  Hodges,  (without  doubt  the  highest  authority  on  Church 
Music  in  America),  has  been  followed.
